“Wolfman”  Jim  Davis  has  been 
rfiising  and  training  wild  animals  for 
movies  and  television  shows.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Davis,  his  animals  must 
move  from  their  present  Lehi  loca¬ 


tion  to  be  saved  from  possible 
death. 


Davis  said  he  is  caring  for  109 
animals,  including  14  wolves,  four 
coyotes,  two  bears,  a  cougar,  assor¬ 
ted  bobcats,  raccoons,  skunks  and 
badgers. 

The  money  for  feeding  his 
animals  comes  from  his  Social 
Security  and  private  donations.
